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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-4, 23-38, 42, 43, and 47-50, previously allowed in the Notice of Allowability of 
January 17, 2008, are now pending in the instant application. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under iix 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 OG. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on July 1, 2008 has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. Applicant's Information Disclosure Statement (IDS), submitted July 1 , 2008, has been 
considered by the Examiner.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. In view of Applicant's submission of the RCE, claims 1-4, 23-38, 42, 43, and 47-50 are 
allowable over the prior art. Please note that the claims have been renumbered as follows, to 
correct the order of dependency: 1-4, 5-1 1, 13-21, 12, 22, and 23-26. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

This invention relates to novel pyrrolidone derivatives with reverse transcriptase 
modulating activity, their pharmaceutical compositions, and their methods of use. The 
allowable compounds are limited to compounds according to the formula of claim 1 . Some 
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pyrrolidone compounds are known in the art as having pharmacological activity, however the 
aspect of preparing the instant claimed phenyl-pyrrolidone compounds with the ability to 
modulate reverse transcriptase, is novel and unobvious. After a thorough search, the closest of 
prior art, the Keller et al journal article, was found to teach similar aryl-pyrrolidone derivatives 
as PDE4 inhibitors. However the journal article fails to teach or render obvious the instant 
claimed compounds according to claim 1, and does not fairly suggest methods of using the 
instant claimed compounds for inhibiting the replication of certain viruses.
